NEWEST PICTURE OF PRESIDENT'S WIFE 


Believes No Question Will 


Be Raised That Report 


Is Binding. 


Washington, March 23.—Government 


control over the maximum price of bi- 
tuminous coal was withdrawn today by 
President Wilson effective April 1. 


At the same time the president wrote 


the operators and miners transmitting 
the majority report of the coal com- 
mission and informed them that this 
report was the "basis upon which the 
wage schedule agreements between the 
mine workers and operators shall be 
made." 


April 1 is the date on which these 


agreements normally would become ef- 
fective and by removing government 
control of prices effective that day tne 
president paves the way for increased 
coal prices to absorb the average 27 
per cent increase recommended in the 
majority report. 


The president wrote the operators and 


miners that it was "essential to the 
public welfare that the agreements be 
concluded at the earliest date practicable 
so that the uncertainty as to the fue1 
supply may be ended and that the cen 
sumers may be able to make contracts 
for their coal supply." 


The president said he assumed that 
neither party-would raise any question 
and that he .was sure that no question 
could properly be raised as to the bind- 
ing character of the award by the ma 
Jority of the commission notwithstand 
ing the fact that it was not unanimous 


The executive order withdrawing gov 
ernment control of prices removes vir 
tually all government control of coal. 
placing the fuel administration in the 
status that it was before its authoritj 
was restored when the miners struck 
last November 1. 


The president said there was no pro- 
vision of law for fixing new coal prices 
for peace time purposes and that "un- 
less and until some grave emergency 
shall arise, which in my judgment has 
a relation to trie emergency purposes 
in the Lever act, I would not feel justi- 
fied in fixing coal prices with reference 
to future conditions of production." 


The majority report of the commission 
said the 27 per cent increase absorbed 
the 14 per cent increase allowed \vhen 
the miners returned to work and that 
in dollars it would approximate $200.- 
000,000 a year. 


In refusing the demand of the miners 


for a 30 hour week, the majority of 
the commission said that if the work 
day were shortened by one hour it 
would be equivalent to an additional 
cost of more than $100,000.000. 


The minority report of John P. White 
the miners' representative!, held pyt 
for a higher increase for all day labor 
and monthly men than were granted 
by the majority but he concurred in 
the recommendation for a 24 cent per 
ton increase on pick and machine min- 
ing. His report was transmitted to the 
operators and miners by the president 
for their information. 


The general terms of the two reports 
previously had been published. The de- 
cision of the majority—Henry M. Rob- 
inson, 
representing the 
public, and 


Rembrandt Peale, representing the op- 
erators—is summarized as follows.

watching the phenomena, 
and

thought it the spot light which was 
used at the Dayton electric show las 
week, which was said to throw the Ugh 
ISO miles. 


The display was due to a tremendous 


magnetic disturbance of the sun. ac 
cording to Professor 
Henry 
C. Lord 


head of the department of astronomy a 
Ohio State University, an Associated 
Press dispatch to the Advocate this 
afternoon says. Prof. Lord said a look 
at the sun today through the universitj, 
telescope 
revealed a chain of 
spots 


about 230.000 miles long resulting from 
the previous night's magnetic disturb 
ance. 


"It was th« biggest 
solar disturb 


ance I have ever see:i." Professor Lord 
said. He declared the number of spots 
to be the largest he had seen and lo 
cated them about h-ilf wav between thf 
center and the western edge of the sun 


The magnetic disturbance played al 
sorts of tricks with telegraph and te'e 
phone wires and wireless communica 
tion.

while changes in bills receivable and 
payable and stock on hand may be such 
that the business is losing heavily with- 
out the owner knowing it. 


The necessity of making out an In- 


come tax return each year should en- 
courase every business man and farmer 
to develop a simple but comprehensive 
system of accounts, which on occasion 
he can show up to an internal revenue 
deputy. Such a system enables a busi- 
ness man to check losses before they 
go far, and would save many bank- 
ruptcies.

The story of the delegates to the Re- 


publican national convention has a fa- 
miliar sound. It is quite reminiscent 
of the big 1912 fight. During 
that 


[ campaign it was clear that the major 


Ity of the Republican party preferred 


, Theodore Roosevelt. But by slick po- 
litical maninulation. a majority of dele- 
gates was actually gathered together 
for President Taft. 


The country has 
learned to 
think 


highly of Mr. Taft, who is recognized 
as a good loser and good citizen. 
But 


the people and his own party resented 
having hi» nomination forced 
down 


their throats contrari, to their desire, 
and as a consequence Mr. Taft stood 
third both in the popular vote and the 
electoral college. 


The methods by which the control of 


that convention was secured contrary 
to the desires of the majority of the 
party, are well remembered. It was by 
smart political work in the Southern 
delegations. In the Southern states the 


•'. Republican party is a political fiction, 
il largely controlled by little groups of 


would-be office holders, but not repre- 
renting the substantial sentiment of 


,,_, their own community or any other. A 


<» 
great body of these Southern delegates 


y" for the Republican convention can be 
^. rounded up in return for promises of 
V appointment to office. There are many

ers deduced a purpose to dispose of all 
the liquor issues at one time in the near 
future. This should be gratifying to all 
elements. 


If arguments of the Xew Jersey and 


other cases not already heard are made 
on March 29. as the government rep- 
resentatives have requested, decision 
on the fundamental questions raised 
by two states and several private par- 
ties might be possible before the sum- 
mer recess of the court. It is to be 
hoped so. for unless the 
Supreme 
court's judgment is the reverse of what 
it is almost universally expected to be. 
that would practically eliminate the 
liquor issue from politics. With consti- 
tutional prohibition held 
valid 
the 


futility of making an appeal to the 
voters of the 
country in behalf of 


"booze" would be obvious. On 
the 


other hand, if the prohibition contest 
has to be waged all over again, 
the 


sooner we know it the better. It is 
desirable, then, that these cases be dis- 
posed of once for all. 
The 
supreme 


court acts in the public interest in ex- 
pediting them.

MEMORY OF 6MY SWINGLE 


In an article of absorbing interest 


1' rank H. Simonds, in the March Review 
of Reviews, describes the great German 
offensive which began two years ago 
today, March 21, 1918, says an article 
in the 
Columbus Sunday Dispatch. 
Tributes paid in the Dispatch article to 
Sergeant Gray E. 
Swingle, 
Newark 


boy, 
who died in this famous conflict. 
The Germans call this "the Kaiser's 
Battle," the English have named it the 
"Second Battle of the Sotnme," but it 
will probably be more generally and 
permanently known as the '''Battle of 
Picardy." 


It was thd greatest battle in all re- 
corded <iim<i in 15 days 
Germany 


poured over" one million men into the 
crucible of war. 
"The English alone 
lost 175,000, "a number equal to the 
combined forces of Meade and Lee at 
Gettysburg." The British, French and 
German generals who led in the mo- 
mentous combat have now recorded 
their testimony, which enables Slraonds 
to write with added authority of "those 
terrible and magnificent days" that- 
may well be characterized as the Arma- 
geddon of history. 


The German advance which for days 
swept everything before it was halted 
in front of Aimens, where "the last 
convulsions" of the gigantic struggle 
ended. 
The Germans failed to reach 
the channel ports or Paris—their two 
prime objectives. The climax of their 
striving and sacrifice had been in vain. 


After- describing 
the 
prodigies of 
heroism and endurance exhibited by 
the British and the French, Simonds 
pays tribute to the little band of Amer- 
ican engineers who were caught in this 
red whirlwind of war: 


"Memorable amidst the crowd of un- 


forgettable incidents is the exploit of 
Sanderman Carey, in command of a 
force gathered from all ranks and con- 
ditions. . . . and including a detach- 
ment of American engineers who vol- 
unteered when Marwitz broke the Brit- 
ish line of Cambrai in the previous 
year. .With this 'scratch' force Carey 
barred the road to Amiens when it lay 
open to the German advance. He not 
only held the gate, but by a desparing 
counter-attack actually threw the ene- 


y back." 
It is interesting in this connection to 
recall -that among those engineers was 
Sergeant'£; Gray Swingle of Newark, 
one of Hie very first of the expedition- 
ary .troops from Ohio to give his life 
o the Allied cause. His last hours 
have been officially, described substan- 
tially as follows: 
"He was fatally wounded the -night 


of March 27. 1918, while leading a patrol 
n 'no man's land.' On the morning of 
the following day, while still under the 
guns of the enemy, with life ebbing 
rapidly away as he lay on the ground, 
he signaled back, by waving his hand, 
o British officers information of great 
value. . Soon afterward he ceased to 
move. 
For this heroism, even until 


death, he was awarded the distinguished 
service cross." 
. •
